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Quarterly Return of Marriages, Births and Deaths 3 


NOTE—The figures in this reprot for 1965 and 1966 are provisional, while those 
relating to 1964 and earlier years are definitive. The numbers of births and 
deaths are exclusive of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths registered on 
the authority of An tArd-Chlaraitheoir.

MARCH QUARTER, 1966 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,410 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 4-8 per 1,000 population; the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1965. 

Of the total marriages 3,298 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
Yhe remainder, 112, is equivalent to a rate of 3-1 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 15,004, of which 7,771 were those of 
males and 7,233 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 21:0 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0-3 below that for the first quarter of 1965. 

The total includes 298 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2-0 per cent of all births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,455 of which 5,672 were those of 
males and 4,783 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 14-6 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, being 1.6 above the rate for the first quarter of 1965. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table ITI, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
n Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 112, including 98 from tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system and 14 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the first 
quarter of 1965 were 95, 91 and 4 respectively. For rates see Table IT. 


Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 4 deaths from measles, 2 each from meningococcal 
nfections, infectious hepatitis, acute infectious encephalitis and herpes zoster, 3 from septicaemia 
and one from streptococcal sore throat. 


~ Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,295, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1-8 per 1,000 population. Of these, 567 or 44 per cent, were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digeyjtive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,861, being equivalent 
to a rate of 5-4 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 1,660 or 43 per cent, while 969 or 25 per cent were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 463, pneumonia accounted 
for 606 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 762 deaths; corresponding figures 
for the first quarter of 1965 were 55, 457 and 625 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—There were 3 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0.2 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the first quarter of 
1965 was 0:2 

Infant Mortality—There were 408 deaths of infants under one year of age and 276 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 27 per 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 18. The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1965 were 25 and 17. The 
tates for counties are shown in Table VI.

Of the total marriages 3,204 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and cere— 
monies of the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 4.7 per 1,000 of Catholics in 
the population. The remainder, 145 is equivalent to a rate of 3.9 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion other than Catholic.

BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 16,507, of which 8,540 were 
those of males and 7,967 were those of females,, This number represents a rate of 22.9 per 
1,000 of the population per annum, 0,1 below that for the second quarter of 1965. 


The total includes 387 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.3 per cent of ali births 
registered.

DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,114 of which 4,910 were those 
of males and 4,204 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 12.7 per 1,000 
population, being 1.3 above that for the second quarter of 1965. 


Desths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table I, and 
according to cause and area of residence in Teble IV. The number of deaths registered in 
each area is shown in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.-—Deaths from this disease aumbered 83, including 76 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 7 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
second quarter of 1965 were 81, 75 and 6 respectively. For rates see Table Il. 


Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 2 deaths from measies, 5 from infectious 
hepatitis, 2 from septicaemia and one from leptispirosis.

Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 415, pneumonia 
accounted for 394 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 540 deaths, 
corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1965 were 41, 355 and 474 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—There were 7 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child-_ 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0,4 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the second 
guarter of 1965 was 0,6. 5 


Infant Mortality.—There were 414 deaths of infants under one year of age and 268 of 
these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 births 
registered and the neo-nata!l rate wasi16.

DECEMBER QUARTER, 1966 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,609 equivalent to an 
annual rate of 5.0 per 1,000 population; 0.2 above that for the same quarter in 1965. 

Of the total marriages 3,506 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and 
ceremonies of the Catholic Church, equivalent to a rate of 5.1 per 1,000 of Catholics 
in the population. The remainder, 103 is equivalent to a rate of 2.8 per 1,000 of 
the population other than Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter 
is shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,737 of which 7,632 were 
those of males and 7,105 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 
ree 1,000 of the population per annum, being 0.2 above that for the fourth 
0 te 

The total includes 394 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2,7 per cent of all 
births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births 
assigned according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,033 of which 4,411 were 
those of males and 3,622 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 11.2 
per 1,000 population, the same as that for the fourth quarter of 1965. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and 
according to cause and area of residence in Tabie IV.. The number of deaths registered 
in each area is shown in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis. - Deaths from this disease numbered 79, including 76 from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 3 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding 
figures for the fourth quarter of 1965 were 93, 81 and 12 respectively. For rates 
see Table il. { 


Other infectious Diseases. - There were 4 deaths from measles, one each from 
whooping cough, brucellosis and Weil’s disease, 5 each from acute infectious ancephal- 
itis and infectious hepatitis and 7 from septiceemia. 


Malignant Neoplasms. - Deaths under this heading numbered 1,352 being equivalent 
to a rate of 1.9 per 1,000 population. Of these, 600 or 44 per cent, were due to 
malignant neoplasms of the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System. - Deaths under this heading aumbered 3,059 being 
equivalent to a rate of 4.2 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclero- 
tic heart disease accounted for 1,436 or 47 per cent, while 718 or 23 per cent were 
due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System. - Deaths from influenza numbered 32, pneumonis 
accounted for 314 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 458 
deaths; corresponding figures for the fourth quarter of 1965 were 18,.347 and 419 
respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. - There were 3 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth, equivalent to a rate of 0.2 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the 
fourth quarter of 1965 was 0.1. 


infant Mortality. - There were 358 deaths of infants under one year of age and 222 
of these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 24 per 1,000 
births registered and nec-natal rate was 15, The rates for the corresponding quarter 
of 1965 were 26 and 18. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population. - The population in April, 1966 was 2,880,752; 1,448,224 meles and 
1,432,538 females according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population 
1966. These figures are provisional. .

YEAR 1966 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 16,727 equivalent to 
an annual rate of 5.8 per thousand of the population; the same as thet for 
1965. Of the total marriages 16,160 (or 5.9 per thousand of the estimated 
number of Catholics in the population) were celebrated in accordance with the 
rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (567) is equive 
alent to 3.8 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS \ 

The number of births registered during the year was 62, 143, compared with 
63,443 for 1965. 

The number of boys was 32,142 and the number of girls was 30,001, the pro- 
portion being 1,071 boys to 1,000 girls 

The annual birth rate was 21.6 per thousand population, end was 0.6 below 
the rate for 1965, 

There were 1,413 illegitimate births in 1966, equivalent to 2.3 per cent of 
all births. The corresponding figure in 1965 was 1,389 illegitimate births 
or 2.2 per cent of the total births, 


DEATHS 
The number of deaths registered in 1966 was 34,725 which is 1,947 more than 
in the preceding year. The number of deaths of males was 18,931 and the 
number of female deaths was 15,794. 
The annual death rate in 1966 was 12.1 per thousand population, being 0.6 
above that for 1965. . 


Tuberculosis : 

Deaths from this disease in 1966 numbered 339 (306 from tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system and 33 from all other forms), Corresponding figures for 
1965 were 332, 300, 32 respectively, The death rate from all forms of tuber- 
culosis in 1966 was 0.12 per 1,000 population, 


Other Infectious Diseases 
There were 10 deaths from measles, 2 from whooping cough, 9 from infectious 
encephalitis and one from dysentery registered during 1966. 


Malignant Neoplasms 

Deaths under this heading numbered 5,129, being equivalent to « rate of 1.78 
per 1,000 population. Of these 2,267 or 44 per cent were due to malignant. 
neoplasms of the digestive system, 


Diseases of Circulatory System 

Deaths under this heading numbered 13,162, being equivalent to a rate of 4.6 
per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 5,854 or 44 per cent, while 3,170 or 24 per cent were due to 
other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System 

Deaths from influenza numbered 949, pneumonia accounted for 1,566 deaths, 
while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 2,088 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the year 1965 were 132, 1,387 and 1,828 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality 

There were 18 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to a rate of 0.29 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding 
rate for 1965 was 0.27. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 1,546 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,018 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortelity rate was 25 per 1,000 
births registered and the neonatal rate was 16. The rates for counties are 
shown in Table 4. .
